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In  this  loose-housing  system  for  dairy  cows  the  com- 
mon silage  feed  bunk  is  located  along  the  centerline 
of  the  barn.  The  cows  can  be  separated  into  two  herds 
to  utilize  both  sides  of  the  feed  bunk.  Separate  hay 
feeding  racks  are  provided  for  each  herd. 

Year-round  ventilation  is  provided  by  slots  between 
the  rafters  at  the  sidewalls  and  by  a  continuous  slot 
ventilator  at  the  ridge  of  the  barn.  In  warm  weather, 
plastic-glazed  window  panels  in  the  sidewalls  may  be 
opened  for  additional  air  movement. 

The  barn  is  of  pole-type  construction  with  50-foot 
roof  trusses  spanning  the  center  area.  The  working 
drawings  include  construction  details  for  building  the 
trusses,  but  the  use  of  commercially  fabricated  units, 
available  in  many  areas,  would  result  in  a  reduction 
of  onsite  labor  costs. 

Both  the  size  and  the  construction  details  of  the  milk- 
ing plant  shown  on  the  plan  will  be  governed  by  the 
equipment  selected  and  by  the  health  regulations 
applicable  in  your  area. 
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Working  drawings  maybe  obtained  from  the  Extension  agricultural 
engineer  at  your  Slate  university.  There  may  he  a  small  charge  to  rover 
cost  of  printing.
